What Happened in Georgia. 


What occurred in Georgia in March 
and in April may be ancient history, 
but it looms up now with a fresh sig- 
nificance.

GRADE CROSSING 
BILL GETS ACTION 
NEXT THURSDAY 


The grade crossing elimination bill, 
introduced in the house by Repre- 
sentative Stovall, of Elbert. on June 


27, was discussed in Tuesday after- 
noon’s session of the house commit- 
tee on public highways, and final 
recommendation was deferred until 
Thursday, when several amendments 
suggested today could be incorporated 
in the bill, The measure provides 
for elimination of railroad grade 
crossings on state highway systems, 
for installation of safety devices 
wherever it is found crossings cannot 
be eliminated, for the “betterment 
and improvement of existing under- 
passes and overpasses,” and for the 
securing of rights of way. 

Action was also postponed until 
Thursday on the bill of Representa- 
tive Langley, of Floyd, which would 
regulate the use of motor vehicles on 
the highways of the state. A _ sub- 
committee was appointed to redraft 
the’ measure and include several of- 
fered amendments. Representatives 
of the Atlanta Safety council spoke 
in favor of the bill of Representative 
Langléy and it was stated that this 
bill would deal especially with the 
traffic conditions in Atlanta and tend 
to lessen accidents. The measure prox 
vides that after action by a city coun- 
cil, all drivers of automobiles in the 
city and incorporated limits be re- 
quired to register with the clerk of 
council the number of the state license 
tag issued and a description of the 
vehicle to which the number was is- 
sued. The opposition to the bill was 
based upon the assertion that there 
now are several bills of similar ma- 
ture but none “have teeth in them.” 

Two other bills relating to regu- 
lation of motor vehicles were also 
considered, one'a bill by Representa- 
tive Shettleworth, of Gwinnett, get- 
ting a favorable report and another 
by Representative Russell, of Bartow, 
being postponed tntil later.

UP TO GERMANY. 
Definite action on the Dawes re- 
port is one of the immediate ques- 
tions before the German reichstag. 
It will not suffice any longer to 


talk, confer and quarrel about its 
merits and demerits among the 
German political parties. The time 
for action has come. Germany must 
degide one way or the other. The 

narchist papers, dominated by 
t old junker class, are stirring 
the people with their pictures of 
economic slavery to the entente 
should the reich accept the re- 
port and carry its provisions into 
effect. They frankly call the 
Dawes report an extension of the 
“hateful, humiliating and impossible 
Versailles treaty.” 

Chancellor Marx and the people’s 
party, consisting of the industrial 
elements of the nation and the mid- 
dle classes, are in favor of giving 
the Dawes suggestions a try-out. 
They have asked France for certain 
guarantees, one of which is the 
evacuation of the Ruhr industrial 
basin, 

Conferences and exchange of 
ideas between the French and Brit- 
ish premiers, however, are showing 
the old cleavage of opinion on the 
great reparations question. It is 
becoming apparent that Premier 
MacDonald has not given ap the 
idea of Lloyd George and Baldwin 
to revise or at least water down the 
Versailles treaty, That is the point 
which may bring about a new part- 
ing of the ways between the two 
allied governments. For funda- 
mentally England can benefit only 
by a restored Germany. But her 
position is different from that of 
France, England has accomplished 
all her aims of the war and the 
peace treaty. The German navy is 
destroyed, the German: colonies fell 
into the hands of England to a large 
extent. But France is still where 
she was in 1919, All the confer- 
ences, threats and actual occupa- 
tion have not accomplished any- 
thing definite. That’s why Pre- 
mier Herriot is anxious for Ger- 
many to accept the Dawes plan in 
principle and commence without 
delay the execution of. its provi- 
Slons. 

If Chancellor Marx, of Germany, 
ls able to put through the accept- 
ance and actual carrying out of 
that report, he will receive in turn 
from the French government the 
best assurance of peaceful coopera- 
tion—the evacuation of the Ruhr. 
That will strengthen the German 
democratic parties a great deal. For 
they will be able to sway the bulk 
of the population behind their 
political program by pointing to a 
creat accomplishment, attempted 
so often with negative results. 

The acceptance of the Dawes re- 
port by Germany will also mean a 
strengthening of the hands of Pre- 
mier Herriot. He has departed 
from the Poincare methods of force 
and violence. He believes, as a 


fiom closer cooperation and ap- 
proaching the great questions in a 
spirit of conciliation. If he can 
point to the acceptance of. the 
Dawes plan by Germany and a start 
of,the reparation payments provided 
under that plan, he will have ac- 
complished something that M. Poin- 
care did not achieve during all his 
tenure of office. 

The German reichstag is to de- 
cide within a few days on this most 
important question. The future of 
the whole European. continent 
hangs in the balance. Autocratic 
and reactionary forces in Germany 
are lining up in solid phalanx 
against it. What is to take place 
in Germany within the next few 
days means a test of life for the 
German republic, whether it is able 
to function by the will of the people

Hugo a Prolific Writer 


(From the Manchester Guardian.) 

In 1925 will fall the fortieth an- 
niversary of the death of Victor Hugo, 
but the “publication of the definitive 
edition of his works, which has been 
undertaken in accordance with the 
terms of his will. cannot be cow- 
pleted ufitil 1928 

‘Lhe extraordinary amount of lator 
involved it this publication is de-~ 
scribed in the Temps by M. Gustave 
Simon, a son of Jules Simon, who in 
1906 succeeded Hugo's octocenarian 
friend, Paul Meurice, as trustee under 
the will and editor of the new 2di- 


tion. 

Hugo was an amazingly prolific 
writer, with an unparalleled capacity. 
as Emile Faguet said of him, for 
winning brilliant success in ary type 
or school of work to whick he wut 
his hand: but among the mary pro- 
lifie writers of fo ninteenth ceatury 
there can have be*n none who pub- 
lished so much and at the same time 
left behind him such a vast mass 
of unpublished manuscripts. After 
Hugo's death M. Simon saw these at 
Paul Meurice’s house stored in cup- 
boards and large iron boxes. 

Some of these manuscripts were of 
complete works, but the majority 
were fragments. Some were intended 
as additions to other revisions of 
books already issued. In any case. 
whatever the manuscripts contained 
was to find a place in this definitive 
edition. with which the French Im 
primerie Nationale is stil] occupied. 

For years its editors have been 
engaged in the onerous task of mak- 
ing the best use of the enormous mass 
of material left.on their hards. The 
existence of these fragmerts is ex- 
plained, Mr. Simon says, by Hugo’s 
methods of work, He wrote perpetu- 
ally, whenever a moment was avail- 
able for writing—on the imperial of 
n diligence, in a railway train, in 
his early days when he was in his 
place in the French house of peers. 

During the exile in Gurnsey he 
wrote enormously—souvenirs, philo- 
sophical reflections, epigrams, Verses: 
and often he wrote them on scraps of 
paper, on tern newspaper wrapvers, 
on the margins of prospectnses, From 
this confusion M.

The diét must be arranged by the 
physician to suit the individual re- 
quirements, since there is no diet or 
rule of diet which would be appro- 
priate for bronchitics indiscriminately 
or for chronic bronchitis. 

The medicine, too, must be pre- 
scribed according to the individual 
needs, since no medicine can be con- 
sidered good for chronic bronchitis or 
for the bronchitic subject regardless 
lof the bircumstunces. 

There is one medicine, however, 
which I am going to recommend here 
because I am sure it can do no harm 
and in certain cases of chronic bron- 
chitis it will do much good. The med- 
icine is an old standby, cod liver oil. 
The wise old doctors placed consider- 
able faith in cod liver oil as a medi- 
cine in many caronic bronchitis cases, 
even when there was no suspicion or 
fear of consumption. Experience con- 
vinced them it was good medicine. 
Science now confirms that izapressicn. 
Plain cod liver oil, the quality or 
grade which conforms to the pharma- 
copoeia standard and nohody’s special 
brand, is perhaps the richest sv!) 
stance known, in respect to vitamin 
content, particularly the fut soluble 
vitamin A which is so important Ir 
nutrition. The research workers have 
found that when there is a deficiency 
of this vitamin in the diet, whether 
through intentional experiment or ig- 
norance in selecting food or actual 
deprivation, the individual scffers :n 
many ways from impaired nutrition 
and is noticeably susceptible to bron- 
chitis. The normal source of this 
particular vitumin in our diet is 
chiefly fresh raw milk, b6utter, the 
greens and fresh vegetables—the very 
things which ure too often taken in 
insufficient quantity: Anyhew, the 
bronchitic who is of the spare or thin 
type may well take a nibble of cod 
liver oil daily throughout the winter 
season, a teaspoonful is a sufficient 
dose. This refers to the piain cod 
liver oil and not to any modification 
of cod liver oil. Perhaps the best 
time to take cod liver oil is an hour 
or two after a meal. 

I scarcely know whether this is 
food or medicine, so let’s say if is 
neither, but just something to stop 
the squeak in the bronchial tubes.

Georgia's state’s rights gesture 
would have been more impressive if 
she could have accompanied it with 
2 showing of laws already enacted 
oy the state to protect her own chil- 
dren without “federal interference.” 

It happens, however, that Georgia 
has eighty-nine thousand children be- 
tween ten and fifteen years of age 
at work.

COUNTY SCHOOL HEADS 
HOLD MEET AT GEORGIA 


Athens, Ga., July 8.—(Special.)— 
An appeal for a chance for educa- 
tional training for the rural children 
of Georgia was made today by Gover- 
nor Clifford M. Walker addressing the 
county school superintendents at con- 
ference at the University of Georgia 
summer school, 

Governor Walker, Chancellor Bar- 
row, President H. W. Cox, of Emory, 
and President Rufus W. Weaver, of 
Mercer, were speakers Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

Captain T. H. Dozier, of Clarke, 
who began teaching school in 1872, 
was awarded a life certificate by the 
State board of education. He is the 
oldest school superintendent in the 
state, Superintendent N. H. Ballard 
stated. 

President Weaver spoke against 
the grand juries’ selecting county 
school board members, election of 
school superintendents for their po- 
litical abilities rather than educational 
Standing and urged superintendents 
to join in developing an “educational 
conscience” in Georgia. 

Dr. Weaver declared that the state 
took a backward step in 1904 when 
the legislature passed a law requiring 
the county superintendent of. the 
schools to be elected by the people. 

Dr. Weaver, who is a member of 
the state board of education, pointed 
to the work that has been done to 
cut the illiteracy percentage in Geor- 
gia, and appealed for more funds in 
this work, urging the present legisla- 
ture to appropriate not less’ than 
$20,000 annually to the illiteracy 
commission appointed by Governor 
Dorsey, with which to direct teaching 
of illiterates in~ Georgia, and said 
that this commission since 1919 has 
with $15,000 reduced the illiterates of 
Georgia by 18,000, of 6 per cent of 
the total number in the state. 

“An annual appropriation of $20,000 
ought to enable us to cut in hatf the 
illiterates of this state by the time 
the next census is taken,”’ he said.

STONE TELS LAWYERS

Philadelphia, July 8.—(By+¢the Ac- | 
sociated Press.)—Attorney General 
Harlan F. Stone, addressing the an- 
nual convention of the American Bar 
association tonight, declared that 
“notwithstanding the improvement, 
actual and potential, in our static | 
law,” the actual administration of | 
justice in the United States was not | 
improving and that there were multi. | 
plying evidences that it 


was in a/| 
period of decline, which began before : 
the world war and was greatly acce’- | 
erated by the war. 

“That decline,” he said, “is not due 
either to the form or substance of our 
legal structure, which has been stead- 
ily improving for a generation, but iz 
to be attributed rather to our failure 
to develop that facility in translating 
legal rules into actual control of ac- 
tion which is essential to an adequate 
legal system. 

“The traditional mode of dealing 
with failure in law administration. on 
the part of the lay public is by hue 
and cry for a victim. Some failure of | 


justice, some scandal in its adminis- 
tration,. apparently fortuitous, but 
more often inevitable, since these are 


internal disorder, stir the public con- 
science to demand action and reform. 


Public Demands Vengeance. 


“The action demanded in the wreak- 
ing of vengeance. The reform insisted 
upon is that incompetent and corrupt 
officials must be removed and pun- 
ished and new ones appointed in their 
stead. Once appointed, they are left 
to struggle on with all the forces 
‘which rendered their predecessors in- 
competent or corrupt. 

“The American bar should. take a 
| positive leadership for improvement 
of law administration by the stndy 
'of the underlying forces which affect 
| the processes of law administration ; 
‘by the stimulation of that popular 
‘and official morale which are essen- 
‘tial to the due execution of the laws, 
|and by the curtailing of those forces 
| which tend to break down the moraie 
of the law enforcement agencie3. 

“For a full generation we have 
progressively lowered the tone «nd 
standards of the bar through the in- 
creasing numbers of those entering 
the legal profegsion who are without 
the adequate technical training and 
experience, and without the back- 
ground of liberal education, experi- 
ence and association which make for 
moral responsibility.

Atlanta Greek

rxping bullet wound in his head. 
Police believe tiai he committed sul- 
cide. 

Friends of the cead man can assign 
no reason for suicide. One states that 
he was employed at a downtown cafe 
and appeared ww be in excellent 
health. 

Karabos’ prostrate form was found 
by B. H. Hugnes, of 910 Peachtree 
street, night ofticer at the park, 
whoge attention was attracted by the 
firing of two shets. Karabos was not 
dead when Hughes found him, but 
was unconscious and .died before med- 
ical aid could be summoned. 

The pistol with which Karabos was 
shot .was found close by the feet of 
ihe dead man. ‘two shells had been 
exploded and the cap in another in- 
dicated that the gun had snapped 
once. 

One of the builets from the weapon 


| tore through the back of a bench an‘ 
‘ buried itself in the ground. The other 


entered the right temple, coming out 
over the left eye. 
In explanation of the two shots, 


| police believe that one of the car- 
'tridges failed to fire when Karabos 


first tried to shoot himself, and he 
then tried a_ second, pointing the 
weapon toward the ground. When 
this shell exploded, he is believed to 
lave turned the gun upon himself and 
fired the bullet into his temple. 

Coroner Paul Gonehoo was notified 
by Captain of Police Grover C. Fain 
and will hold an inquest over the 
body some time during Wednesday at 
the chapel of Barclay & Brandon.

COMMITTEE ACTS 


ON SENATE BILLS 


After a two-hour joint session of the 
senate and house judiciary commit- 
tee held tuesday night, a total of six 
senate bills had been acted upon, one 
scnate resolution, and one house bill. 
All were recommended unanimously 
lor. passage with the exception of one 
measure relative to authorizing banks 
to subscribe and purchase stock in 
agricultural credit corporations, whicn 
was deferred for further hearing on 
Thursday, July 17. 

Most important among the various 
measures presented was senate bill No. 
-6, a measure which would “declare 
the law in regard to negotiable instru- 
ments,” and which was presented by 
Senator G. 4, Johns, of the twenty- 
seventh district. Following a lengthy 
argument in its favor made by UOr- 
ville A. Parks, of Macon, attorney for 
the Georgia Bankers’ association and 
member of the faculty of Mercer uni- 
versity, the bill was given unanimous 
vote for passage in the senate. 

According to Mr. Parks, the mea- 
sure would put in the form of a single 
coherent and comprehensive statute the 
entire law governing commercial pa- 
per, it being pointed out that in this 
state there are but few sections of the 
code dealing with the subject, and that 
most of the law must be gathered from 
decisions of the supreme court and 
court of appeals. It was further stated 
that this measure has been enacted 
and is now in operation in every state 
in the unfon with the single exception 
of Georgia, and that it has been of 
great value. 

The new measure makes no radical 
change in the Georgia law, it was said. 
While the differences in the present 
law are minor, they were said to be 
sufficient to make uncertain in the 
minds of bankers and business men 
just what the Georgia law is and 
what is the effect of a negotiable 
paper under law. 

R. H. Welch, of Columbia, 8S. C., 
spoke in behalf of the measure pre 
sented by Senators J. L. Gillis. J. G. 
Stovall and Representative Walter 
Burt, entitled an act to amend “see- 
tion 2280-W of the Parks annotated 
code of Georgia, 1922, and supplement 
So as to authorize any bank to sub- 
scribe to or purchase stock in agrt- 
eultural credit corporation.” The bill 
has been given first reading in both 
houses of the legislature. 

Recommendation was given Senate 
Resolution No. 30 “proposing to the 
people an amendement to paragraph 
1, section 7, article 6, of the consti- 
tution of Georgia, so as to allow abol- 
ishment of justice courts in all cities 
of over 5,000 population. The meds-

Senate Bill No. 185, “An act to 
regulate the practice and procedure in 
the trial courts of this state nertain- 
ing to motions for new trials and 
briefs of evidence in certain cases,” 
presented by Senator Phillips, of the 
eizghteenth district, was given favor- 
able recommendation for passage. 
“Senate Bill No. 178, an act “to 
amend section 4413 of the civil code of 
Georgia of 1910 relative to persons 
liable for torts,” was acted upon fa- 
vorably for passage in the upper 
housé\ where it has been” given 
third reading, being introduced by 
Phillips. 

Unaniinous recommendation for 
passage was likewise given Senate Bill 
No. 179 asking “amendment to sec- 
tion 449 of the civil code of Georgie, 
1910, providing compensation for 
county clerks upon validation bonds.” 
The bill has been given third reading 
in the house and was introduced by 
Senator Phillips. 

Senate Bill No. 189 “to amend sec- 
tion 2757 of the code of Georgia rela- 
tive to notice to be given in case of 
goeds unclaimed or refused,”’ was re- 
ported favorably for passage, having 
been up for first reading in both 
houses. This measure also was in. 
troduced by Senator Phillips. 

Senate Bill No. 102, “to amend sec- 
tion 3301 so as to provide for bond 
giyen by mortgagee who files defense to 
mortgage foreclosure” introduced hy 
Senator Pace, of the thirteenth dis- 
trict, was recommended fer passage. 

House Bill No. 749, “an act to 
change the time of holding the su- 
perior court of Cobb~ county,” was 
reported for favorable passage, pre- 
sented by Representative Roberts, of 
Cobb county.
